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conference be requested to present to said conference the claims 
of the Irish people to the right of self government, and that 
they be further requested to exercise their influence to bring 
about a just consideration by the peace conference of the rights 
of the Irish people to govern themselves, and that said rep-
resentatives of the United States at the peace conference further 
exercise their influence so that the Irish people may receive 
such measures of self determination as is consistent with justice 
and humanity towards the Irish people. And be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions, properly attested 
by the presiding officer of each house, be forwarded to the 
president of the United States and to the representatives of the 
United States at the peace conference, and to each of the senators 
and representatives in congress from the state of Wisconsin.

JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 19. 

Relating to the death and public services of Honorable Thomas 
Reynolds. 

WHEREAS, Thomas Reynolds, who was a member of the Wis-
consin assembly in the years 1907 and 1909, died at his home 
in Jacksonport, Wisconsin, on January 11, 1919. 

Mr. Reynolds was born in Longford, Ireland, in 1840 and 
came to America in 1866. For the past fifty years he has made 
his home in Door county. During his residence at Jackson-
port he held offices of trust and responsibility, being chair-
man of that town for a number of years. In the fall of 1906 
Mr. Reynolds was elected to the Wisconsin assembly, and re-
elected in 1908. It was through the efforts of Mr. Reynolds 
that the State Peninsular Park was located in Door county. 
This park will always remain a monument to his efforts and pub-
lic services. 

Mr. Reynolds was a progressive, wide-awake and active citi-
zen and lost no opportunity of serving the interests of the pub-
lic. Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring. That this 
memorial be spread upon the journals of both houses as a token 
of respect and sympathy, and that a copy thereof, duly en-
grossed and attested by the presiding officers and chief clerks 
of both houses, be forwarded to the family of the deceased.
